Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is the opinion of the examiner that varying the 
diameter of the disk (element 102 as indicated in the drawing provided by the applicant) in Kundmuller would not have rendered the 
apparatus of Kundmuller inoperative. It is unclear to the examiner how the applicant has come to this conclusion, since the diameter of 
the disk plays no role in controlling the deformation of the valve disks, nor does Kundmuller discuss the disks In detail as suggested by 
the applicant. The recited columns and tines merely discuss the valve plates, which the examiner has never suggested as being 
modified. Currently the only difference between Kundmuller and the instant invention is the relative size of the topmost disk or stop disk 
and the piston. Thus it is the opinion of the examiner that merely increasing the diameter of the topmost disk in Kundmuller is nothing 
more than an obvious modification in light of Volpel. 
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
